BIG COMPANY MANAGERS
TALK OPERATING RESULTS

Most of the T"tah Copper interests have
been in New York the past week, includ-
ing President MacNeill, General Manager
Jackling and Spencer Penrose. In addi-
tion to holding directors’ meetings, they
have bheen conferring with officlals of the
American Smelting & Refining company.
General Manager Whitley of the Utah de-
partment of the American Smelting & Re-
fining company is now east and was a
party to the conference, says the Boston

News Bureau.
We understand that the subject matter
under discussion was the question of

losses in the treatment of Utah Copper
ores, as well as the losses at the Gar-
field smelter, which latter, however, is a
matter for the American Smelting & Re-
fining company to consider, and not. the
Utah Copper company.

A copper recovery of 62 per cent to &
per cent from the Utah Copper company
ores, as compared with.a recovery of 0
per cent to i2 per cent by the Boston
Consolidated mill, and a recovery of 70
per cent to 72 per cent by the Nevada
Consolidated mill at Ely necessarily
means a considerable loss in revenue to
the Utali Copper company.

The treatment of these fine concentrates
from the Utah Copper company has in-
volved new metallurgical problems for the
experts of the American Smelting & Re-
fining company which have apparently
not been fully met. A concentration of
ore carrving twenty to twenty-three
pounds of copper into one, gives a prod-
uct as fine as face powder and a good
portion of these concentrates under smel-

ter treatment have found their way
through the Garfield stack to the sur-
rounding hills.

The smelter losses have bheen largely

responsible for the poor record of the Gar-
field smelter, for we understand that up to
two months ago these losses ran from $6),-
000 to $100.000 per month, but that a recent
change¢ in management has already re-
sulted in a material reduction in the
losses,

WORK AT MASON VALLEY
AND WESTERN NEVADA

Last week, at a distance of 1,100 feet in,
the No. 4 tunnel (Jower tunnel) made con-
nection with the winze from No. 3 level of
the Mason Valley mines, says the Yering-
ton Times. This lower level gives 140
feet additional depth on the ore body, as
exposed in No. 3. where it is open for a
distance of 50 feet In length and from
twenty to 160 feet in width. From thirty-
five to forty men are employed at this
mine, which is situated four miles west of
Yerington.

The Western Nevada has just completed
its shaft to a depth of 30 feet below the
main tunnel and is driving three cross-
cuts toward the vein as fast as good
miners and machine driils with one hun-
dred pounds of air can do the work. This
plant carries a crew of from sighteen to
twenty men and lles eight miles south-
west of Yerington.
